Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the Sehool Committee. 


I have the honor to submit herewith my second annual report 
upon the schools. 


During the year a most commendable campaign for better school 
buildings and equipment has been brought to a_ successful 
conclusion. I need not mention in detail what has been done in 
~ both schools in the way of remodeling and refurnishing. Suffice it 
to say that both buildings were put into good shape for all pur- 
poses of excellent schooling. lam sure a full measure of credit is 
due to the community as a whole for the manner in which the 
project was put through. The work itself was excellently done 
and is a first class job in every respect. It should be the unan- 
imous verdict that the money was well spent and full value for 
every dollar received. The benefit to the children resulting from 
this work has been clearly in evidence throughout the whole year. 
That this will increase as the years go by, no one should doubt. 
The appearance of the two schools is no small asset to the town. 
They are something to be proud of. I most emphatically urge 
that during the ensuing year a metal jacket be fitted to the school 
at Bowman station. The one which was installed in the other 
schoolhouse has been an unqualified success. I consider this school 
better heated and ventilated than any other in the whole super- 
visory district. 


Medical inspection shows that 60 per cent of school. children 
suffer from physical defects which need correction. From what 
I can observe, I judge that it will be a matter of a few years only 
when this valuable feature of public school work will become a 
part of every system, both city and rural. A good beginning was 
made this year in the enforcement of the law relating to vaccin- 
ation. This should be extended to include the examination of 
school children for the various physical defects common to child- 
hood, systematic instruction in hygiene, treatment suggested for 
defectives, thorough inspection and overhauling of sanitaries, 
following up of absences due to infectious diseases. I believe such 
health supervision would do much to improve the health of the 
school body, attendance, scholarship and morals. In the event of 
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Gorham’s adoption of the measure, Randolph could secure the in- 
spection here suggested at a very slight cost. 

The quality of the teaching in our two schools is high. The 
different.school subjects in the program are admirably taught. 
We studiously avoid fads. Mushroom methods and ‘‘systems’”’ 
have no place with us. We endeavor to seek out the fundamentals 
of good teaching in all branches and to have these fundamentals 
in evidence in the schoolroom work. On the other hand, methods 
and practices which have no justification but tradition must give 
place to something better. The ‘‘deformalization’’ of education 
now going on in the schools of New Hampshire is good. It means 
instruction much more ‘‘worth while’’ than any we have ever 
known.
